would make a very formidable Packet ; but I cliufe 
to leave them to come to you by another Canal, and 
to write you fuch News as may be depended upon, 
and yet is not like to reach you jn an ordinary Way. 
‘ The lak Letters from Stockholm are dated Aug. 15s. 
and from them we learn, that the Kinz has publith'd 
two Edicts, one on the 28th, the other on the 29th 
of July, the firft for re-calling fuch of his Subjects as 
are in the Ruffian Service, and the latter promifing a 
Genera! Pirion to all Deferters. A Squadron fail’d 
a fey Days before to meet the Ruffian Fleet from 
Aichau cl, and teveral young Gentlemen went on 
boaid it as Volunteers. ‘The wand Forces in Finland 
are faid to be very numerous, well provided with all 
Things, and eager for Action 5 for it is forefeen, that 
this War, if it be fuccefsful, mult be of fhort Conti- 
nuance. 
‘ We have no very frefh Advices from Petersburgh ;
